TYPHOID FEVER 



The properties of the Chicago and 
Milwaukee Electric railroad, south of 
the Wisconsin state line were sold Wed- 
nesday morning by Special Master E. 
D. Morrison of Chicago, appointed by 
the Federal Court to Jacob Newman, 
representing the bond holders of the 
road, for $1,650,000, The price paid by 
the bond holders of the road is consider- 
ed very cheap by the financiers who 
were In Waukegan. Mr. Newman was 
the only bidder for the Illinois pro; 
perties. 

It was expected by the large crowd 
gathered at the front of the courthouse 
Wednesday morning, that the road 
would bring at least $5,000,000 and 
when it was, sold to Mr. Newman for 
slightly over a million and a half, there 
was genuine ■aurpris&. Mr. Newman 
said: "1 consider the price paid for the 
road very reasonable. We will star- 
our plans for the reorganization of the 
roM at once and should have them en- 
tirely completed within three weeks at 
the most." 

When asked whether the road would 
be a part of any other eletrlc company 
Mr. Newman replied positively that it 
was not. *The road will be as in the past 
—separate from everything." Mr. Newt 
man also stated that as soon as the re- 
organization had been made complete, 
that the company would again approach 
-the city^on the franchise from the city 
of Waukegan, 

Among those who were there for the 
sale of the road were: Mr. Morrison, 
Jacob Newman, attorney for the bond 
holders, and buyer of the road, Floyd 
Cinch, owner of the Hotel Sherman of 
Chicago and chairman of the re-organ- 
Ization committee; Frank McCullough. 
attorney for the Illinois half of the 
road; Losing-Resenthal, representing 
the Wisconsin bondholders, and Re- 
ceiver W. 0. Thompson. It was ex- 
pected that Mr. Thompson would *bid 
on the road, for his private property, 
but he did not. 

The part of the road, commonly, call- 
ed the "West Line," the Libertyville. 
division and -the selection of the road 
running to the state line on the. north 
were sold for $50,000. The road from 
Evanston to Waukegan sold for $1,- 
600.000. The price on both sections 
was below the expectations of the 
sellers. 

From Waukegan the company of Chi- 
cago men boarded a special car on the 
Chicago & Milwaukee electric -to -go to 
Racine, where Wisconsin end of the 
C. & M. E. R. E. waabought by 
Jacob Newman, representing 

Smith & Ford, the bohd Holders of 
the road. 



The Board of Supervisors met again 
at Waukegan Wednesday to decide on 
the Lake Villa Township question. No 
deceision was rendered, but the matter 
will be taken up again Wednesday Oct. 
2, when the final vote will be token. 

Twenty-nine of those who signed the 
originol petition for the creation of a 
now township, at Lake Villa, have with- 
drawn their names from the list, after 
the first report of the committee was 
made favorably on the-matter of creat- 
ihg a new township. . 

If all the objections of those opposed 
to the creation of the township are 
sustained, the petition will lank one 
name of the required number, three- 
fourths. If the calims of those who 
who are demanding a new township are 
considered as the foundest there will be 
majority of fifteen. 

The committee on the Lake Villa 
township matter Wednesday morning 
gave their report to the board of Super- 
visors, after a deliberation of over two 
weeks, recommending that the town- 
ship, for which the residents of that 
district have betn praying for the past 
eight months, be created. 

The committee has carefully inquired 
Irtto the matter and has found the peti- 
tioners were acting entirely according 
to law and that they have met all re- 
quirments of the law. 

The followleg brief summary of their 
report, as given to the board Wednes- 
day. 

First— The territory in question com- 
prises more than sixteen squares. 

Second— The territory contains more 
than 200 legal voters required by 
law. To-wit: It contains 292 legal 
voters. 

Third— More than the required three- 
fourths of the resident voters in the 
district signed the petition; namely, 
284. 

Fourth— No portion of the towns of 
Avon, Antoch or Grant will be made 
smaller than sixteen squares if the pur- 
posed township is organlzeed, and will 
have the 200 voters required by law. 

Fifth— That notice of the final action 
of said-petition was posted in 22 con- 
spicuous places in the said towns sixty 
days before the Uthof September 1912. 

Sixth— The petition was duly publish- 
,ed in a secular paper of general circul- 
ation three different times. 
I Seventh— No incorporated towns or 
villages will be divided If the petition 
is granted.

Federal investigation of the so-called 
"milk trust" will be asked by the Chi- 
cago Milk Producers' Association with 
which most of the Kenosha county pro- 
ducers are afiiliatcd. 

Last Saturday the Borden company 
announced a reduction of 9 1-6 cents a 
hundred pounds in the price paid the 
formers for their product. This was 
followed by an announcement on behalf 
of the farmers that a federal investiga- 
tion would be asked. 

The milk producers had asked an in- 
crease of nineteen cents per hundred 
pounds and the announcement that a 
6 1-6 cent cut had been made aroused 
them to immediate action. According 
to the farmers, milk at the present 
time is produced at a greater expense 
than ever before. Feed, they assert is 
so high. Cattle have Increased in price 
and laborers for dairy forma can scarce- 
ly be had at any price. The milk or- 
dinance recently passed by the Chica- 
go city council, they say, has increased 
the cost of producing milk for the Chi- 
cago market more than ten per cent. 

"The announcement of the new price 
came us a shock to all the producers of 
milk," said James F. Grier, secretary 
of ^e milk producers' association* 
"There has never been a time when 
the cost of milk production was- so high. 
Under the new city ordinance the 
farmer must keep the flanks of hia 
cattle clipped. He must reduce the 
temperature of the milk to sixty de- 
grees, immaditttely after milking. This 
means larger quantities of ice and add- 
ed expense. Unless the companies pay^ 
more for the milk the producers will be 
forced to sell their cattle and go out of 
business."

Last year this com- 
pany paid $1:79 per 100. No apparent 
cause for the decrease In price was 
offered. The price corresponds with 
that offered by Borden, in fact, the 
price was made after Borden advertis- 
ed his rotes.

Only 14.8 per cent of the to- 
tal number of Inhabitants, or 070,110 
persons, were entitled to vote In par- 
liamentary elections, and of these 74.6 
per cent went to the polls In the 
election of December, 1010. a falling 
off from the 84.3 per cent J^lch vot- 
ed In January of that year. In 1909 
there were 116,659 births, a decline 
since 1881 from 34.3 to 24,2 a thousand 
of population. The death, rate fell 
from 19.8 in 1900 to 14.7 a thousand. 
PbthislB and pneUmonla were respon* 
stblo for more than 13.000 deaths.

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is also true In some cases that the 
cow herself does uot have the ability 
to produce much, if any more, when 
given a liberal allowance than sho 
would from a somewhat limited ration. 
If it costs to own, feed and cnro for a 
20U pound cow ^70 a year, and for a 
300 pound cow, ?90, and these figures 
are a very close estimate to the act- 
ual cost Iho cost per pound of fnt 
in the first Instance would be 38 cents, 
and In the latter 30 cents. A good 
wholo milk market paya an nvcrago 
of 35 to 45 cents a pound for tho 
amount of fat In the milk. At 40 
cents tho 200 pound cow would mako 
a profit of two cents per pound, or 
JtOO for tho year, while the 300 po\ind 
cow would mako a profit of 10 cents, 
of $30 for tho year. At 35 cents, tho 
one would show a loss of |G. and tho 
other a profit of %lh. These figures 
nro based on selling whole milk and 
allowing no credit for calf or manure, 



The above chart furnishes an out- 
line of the factors which cuter into tho 
prolit mado from many herds of cows 
where the dairy product Is tho chief 
source of Income from tho^lord. In 
tho case' of pure bred, dual purpose or 
beef herds the calves may take a 
more important place so that the 
amount of milk produced Is not the 
only consideration In returns from tho 
cow. 

It is quite evident that the profit di- 
vided from the herd Is made up of tho 
profits from each cow separately. If 
ill cows in the herd gave tho same or 
nearly tho same profit it would be^s 
well to say that'tbc herd profit equals 
tho profit per cow times the number 
of cows, and that to secure a greater 
profit a larger herd Is necessary. The 
latter Is a somewhat common view, 
but a good one, since the not returns 
from different cows in tho herd varies 
to a great extent Size of tho herd is. 



of course, a factor In tho total profit »>o"» of which may be made Important 



made from It — a 50-cow dairy will 
plainly give larger returns than a 
10-cow. dairy. Yet In either herd 
there will very likely be a greater 
range of profit between tho better and 
poorer cows than there Is In num- 
bers between tho larger and smaller 
herds, and this fact Is not at all plain 
to many men. 

The factor of the value of tho prod- 
uct or the market available is a very 
Important one to be considered before 
going into the dairy business. ^ It re- 
quires rather careful management to 



Items of Income. 

Amount of production Is determined 
first by tho capacity of the cow, that 
Is, her dairy qualities, and, second, by 
the opportunity she Is given. Improv- 
ing her opportunity will usually In- 
crease the cost of keep, although some- 
times a ration can bo changed or a lit- 
tle extra attention given at very 
small expense. These things are at 
all times under tho control of the 
owner.

make any proft on a market paying 
25 cents a pound for butter fat while 
under the same conditions, but with a 
market paying 40 to 50 cents, a very 
substantial profit would be realized. 
Under average conditions, a cow-yield- 
Ing 200 pounds of fat per year Is profit- 
less, excet for the manure she pro- 
duces, with a market paying less than 
38 cents for fat In the form of whole 
milk, or 31 cents in tho form of cream. 

If the iharkot Justifies the operation 
of a dairy herd In connection with 
the farm and one is making this a 
part of his farm Income, he has the 
opportunity of Increasing his profit by 
Increasing production. Increasing pro- 
duction decreases the cost of prod- 
uct, which gives a large net profit 
when subtracted from tho selling 
price, and this large net profit Is again 
Increased when multiplied by the 
larger production to glvo tho total 
profit from the cow. Amount of pro- 
duction Is thus doubly Important. 

Tbe cost to keep, especially tho 
cost of feed, naturally Increases with 
increased production. But If fhecow 
has the ability to use more feed and 
convert It Into milk tho cost per unit 
of product will be decreased. A great 
many naen overlook this point, and It

Though many people advise against 
U, I like to feed my hens by the hop- 
per method mainly. The hoppers are 
large enough to hold about 100 pounds 
each, and in different hoppers I put 
oats, bran and meat-scraps, wheat and 
barley, says a writer In the Farm and 
Fireside. I tried a hopper with com, 
but found they ate 300 pounds ot com 
to every 100 pounds of wheat and 25 
pounds of oats. "Wheat oats and bar- 
ley being . the best egg-producing 
grains, the corn hopper was closed 
and the proportion of the different 
grains then consumed was four parts 
wheat, two parts barley, one part 
oats and a little bran and beef-scrap. 
This comes pretty near the "lay or 
bust" ration given out by tho Oregon 
experiment station. Milk, whether 
skimmed, fiour or butter, is a valuable 
addition to any ration. In addition to 
tho grain they get from the hopper^ 
corn is fud at night, and 'While this 
may appear peculiar, having other 
grains before them all day, the heua 
do find room for no small amount of 
that grain which they like boat. The 
only green feed they: got is cabbage. 
While grit and byslor shells Is sup- 
plied, 1 value the coal and wood ashes 
most highly. The dusl is added to 
their dusting pen| and the small un- 
burned pieces of coal are relished by 
tho hens more than either the grit ur 
flhell. : : „, 

Some good poultry folks make three 
to six dollars profit from each hen (on 
paper), but 1 got closo to one dollar 
over feed, and considering. thR fact 
that llttio time was spent In caring 
for them, they paid better than any 
other stock kept on tho fur ui. T±;o 



their production is not the same. 
This difference Is duo to the cow he^ 
self, and Is without the control of the 
owner. His only recourse Is to se- 
lect Cows of equal dairy merit may 
produce considerably different amounts 
of milk, but their production of but- 
ter fat will bo nearly tho same. The 
capacity of a cow Is, therefore, best 
measured by the amount of fat she 
produces, and selection should be 
based on this. Culling on tuc basis of 
tho amount of fat produced Is one of 
tho most rapid methods of bettering 
an unimproved herd. If the rejected 
cows can be replaced by better ones. 
Under some conditions an experienced 
man can buy good' cows to better ad- 
vantage than to raise them, but un- 
der most farm conditions a supply Is 
best obtained by breeding consistent- 
ly to a dairy bred bull. 

Large capacity is a special advan- 
tage In permitting crowding when 
prices are favorable. If the market 
is high enough to give a profit of 30 
cents, it la a decided advantage to 
have a cow that can make 60 poundr 
of fat a month Instead of one whost 
limit is 30 pounds, even though tho 
former did not produce more cheaply 
per pound. 

hen that lays 150 eggs a year is a 
rare one, though It Is something all 
breeders should strive to produce. A 
good flock of hens will average 75 to 
100 eggs a year, and if a portion of 
them are laid during the winter, It Is 
safe to place the average price per 
ogg at two cents, making |1.50 to 92 
as tho value of eggs from each hen. 
Having kept a record of all the feed 
consumed daring tho year for my 400* 
hens, the cost of feed for each hen 
can be placed pretty closo to 75 
or 80 cents. 



Farm Implement Sheds. 
Census figures show that In 19i0 
there was ^73,724,074 worth of farm ma- 
ohlnery In the state of Illinois. Thero 
ought to bo a lot ot sheds to house 
173.000,000 worth of property, but It Is 
safo to say that tho only shelter that 
a goodly portion ot It has is tho friend- 
ly covering of an old tree. Economy 
means management without loss or 
waste. Action or system cannot bo 
lauded as enjoying economical perfuc- 
tlon, and wo cannot call agricultural 
production economical, unless In our 
methods we have prevented those 
leaks which allow doplorablo loss. In 
other words, It Is good economy to 
build farm Implement shods.

<SOES BACK TO YEAR 1716 

Oldest Structure In Berks County, 

Pennsylvania, Was Built by Swsd- 

Ish Settlers at That Time, 

DouElftBvIIlo. Pa.-i-Of much Interest 
(0 automoblllBtB passing through tho 
Sohuylkin valley Is tho old Swede 
houso hero. Tho historic structure, 
tho oldest building In Berks county, 
marks tho northernmost settlement In 
the fltnto of the Swedes, who worn 
the first white settlers of Pennsylva- 
nia. Tho building was erected In 1716 
nnd with the oicoplIoH of slight al- 
terations stands as It did nearly two 
centuries ago. 

The Swedes who penetrated tho un- 
known wllderncfls were a part of tho 
colony which effected tho; first aettle- 
mont on tho Delaware In 1038. At 
that timo this aoctlon of Pennsylva- 
nia was known as New Sweden. Tho 
question of encouraging the settle- 
ment of this region by tho Swedes

Ho Is not 
only alive, but practically aa well as 
ever' be was. He la always happy, 
nnd although ho no longer strolls

He la an 
crithuslastic motorist and ono of his 
prlnclpaf delights is to take his 
trlends for a spin around tlio city or 
through the country In tho vicinity of 
3ndtanapolls.

date. Cltifena of his native town of 
Greenfield, Ind., whllo warmly wel- 
coming his event were no less demon- 
strative some years since to 'speed the 
parting guest.' It seems. In fact, that 
as they came to know him better tho 
more resigned wore they to give him 
up He waa Ill-starred from tho very 
cradle, It appears. Ono day. whllo 
but a toddler, he climbed unseen to an 
open window where aomo potted 
planU were ranged, and while leaning 
far out to catch some dainty glided but- 
terfiy. perchance, he lost hla footing, 
and. with a piercing shriek, fell to 
tho sidewalk below; and when.. an in- 
stant later, the affrighted parents 
picked him up, ho was— he was a 
poet!" 

At tho ago of .fifteen Rlloy ceased 
to attend school, and at tho wish of 
his father began to study law. As 
may readily bo undorstpod, in view 
of his career,' the law had no attrnc- 
tlon for tho young poot. So. after^ 
being advised by tho family physi- 
cian to travel. Rlloy soUed the first 
opportunity that offered and. putting 
aside his Bluckstono, fled one after- 
noon between twilight and sunset to 
return to his natlvo town no moro 
for a year. 

Rlloy, as ho afterward said, had no 
money with which to defray tho ex- 
penses of a trip, and, when a patent 
modlclno "doctor" mado his advent 
in Greenfield Riley allied himself 
with tho traveling caravan and de- 
parted when tho cavalcade pushed 
on to tho next town. "I was with this 
man about a year," ho said a fow 
months ago. "His homo was In Lima. 
Ohio, and ho was a kindly old fol- 
low. I did a good many things whllo 
In his employ— painted signs, beat 
the bass drum a bit and, maybo. I 
recited. My experience put an Idea 
in my head— a business idea for a 
wonder— and tho next year I went 



and lack of mputatlon in those days 
waa a serious handicap. Riley never 
ceased to contend when with his 
friends that this fact and this alono 
held him back. To provo It. ho wroto 
tho famous "Lconalnlo." and. with tho 
connivance of tho editor of a Koko- 
mo (Ind.) paper, presented it to the 
world as an unpublished poem by Ed- 
gar Allen Poe. An elaborato storj' 
was devised,' in which it was said that 
the poem, bearing the Initials B. A. 
P., had been found on the fly leaf of 
a book. The verse was In Poe's well- 
known stylo, and Its publication 
aroused much Interest. In the end 
tho^hoax was discovered, but not un 
til many critics had accepted the 
poem as "one of the best Poe had 
written." 

Kor a time, ho said in later life, he 
was hopelessly despondent. It was 
In this frame of mind that a letter 
found him and summoned him to In- 
dlanapolla. The note was from the 
editor of the Indianapolis Journal, 
and It urged Rlloy to accept a posl- 
tlon on the Journal staff. At the 
same time a tender, -encouraging noto 
came from Henry Wadaworth Long- 
fellow. These two communications 
revived Riley's drooping spirits, and. 
leaving Anderson and Greenfield, ho 
went to the state capital. Indianapo- 
lis gained a poet, and a few months 
later, In 1883, Rlloy's first book of 
verse was Issued.

In paper,(bearlng the title, "Tho Old 
Swlmmln' Hole and 'Leven Moro 
Poems." 

nlley. as may he Imagined; did not 
long remain In the Journal's regular 
employ. 6no after another his bound 
volumes began to make their ap- 
pearance. Then came tho poet's as- 
sociation with Nye on tho lecturft 
platform, followed, when that asso- 
ciation was Bovbrod, by mord poems, 
public readings and then, many years 
of leisurely writing 'in his home In 
qulejt little Lockerbie street. Fo^ 
tunn has smiled on him and his 
wealth has Increased and his fame 
has grown. But ho Is etfil tho sama 
gentlo, lovable man who won friends 
in Greenfield and Anderson and Kb- 
komo. Ho has made thousands of 
friends during his lecture tours. 

Yes, Mr. Riley's birthday la to bo 
a glorious event, and ' the tributes 
which will herald him during "Rlloy 
Week" are Indeed well deserved.

Kaiser Declares Ho Solves All Ques- 
tions, Evsn of a Political Na- 
ture, by tho Scriptures.. 

Paris, Franco.— Rene Puaux, the 
military expert of tho Temps, who 
was In close contact with tho German 
emporcr during the recent maneuvers 
of tho Swiss army, quotes the emperor 
OS summing up his satisfaction with 
tho work of the troops In a conversa- 
tion with President Forrer in the 
words: 

' '.'Your army saves mo six army 

corps," , sv 

Tho emperor in conversation con- 
stantly Insisted upon the necessity of 
understandings as the best means of 
dissipating suspicion, nnd declared hla 
personal deslro to maintain peaco. Ou 
one occaalon, In emphasizing thla In 
conversalign with President Forrer, 
iho emperor Intimated to tho president 
that ho acquired, much of his Insplra- 
tlon from the bible. 

"I don't care much for prlesU and 
clergymen," said the emperor. 'They 
dilute tho gospel with too much of 
their own dogma. I hold to the blblo. 
which I consUntly read and rereacL 
In It one find tho solution of ever:^ 
diraculty, of every problem, evep of a 
political description." 

It is known that the emperor's main 
object In attending the maneuvers 
was to convince himself of tho ability 
of the Swiss army to make tho neu-. 
trallty of tho country reapected In 
case of war, and bis remark is inter- 
preted to mean that by the Swiss army 
forming a screen to' prevent tho 
French; .from invading Germany 
through' Switzerland, tho Germans 
couldroieaso six army corps In south 
Gormnny for service 'in Alsace-Lor- 
raine' or along the Belgian frontier.

It was one of his early ebullltlona 
of humor that lost Nye his place on 
one Laramie (Wye.) paper, and in- 
duced his friends to launch the 
Boomerang. Some of these same 
friends helped defeat his ambitions 
as a lawyer. They thought Nye's ae- 
cession to the prosecuting attorney- 
Bhlp would make a joke of the office. 
It is as likely that the reeponsibill- 
ties of the office and the prospect of 
a legal career would have turned 
Nye's talents Into serious channels. 
But, fortunately or unfortunately. 
>.'ye's propensity for humor burgeon- 
ed early in his western career. 

TSTien he was a jusUce of the peace 
In Laramie his ofSce was over a liv- 
ery stable. At the foot of the stair* 
"way Nye nailed this placard: 

•Twist the tall of the gray mule 
And take the elevator.** 

If his humor was spontaneous, his 
sense of justice was Just as keen. Phil- 
osophy there was In his work. Humor 
is, In fact, largely philosophy. 

"Men will fight,-' wrote Nye. "untn 
it Is educated out of them. Most 
■uara are arranged by people who stay 
at home and sell groceries to the wid- 
ows and orphans and old maids at 100 
per cent advance."

Midsummer In Kussln haa been ush- 
ered In by n great epidemic of fires 
on the steppes. 

The Intense drynesB of the ae.ison 
hflB sprx'ad the fires over a huge area. 
One of the most dreadful fires that 
the Russian steppes have over seen 
raged a few days ago In the Provlnoe 
of Turgal, on the other aide of the 
Ural mountains, and to tho northeast 
of the Caspian. On these steppes vast 
seas of grasB stretch to tho horizon, 
raised only by shrubs of the wild 
cherry and dwarf almond on tho hUI- 
Bides or by clumps of wormwood when 
the soil iB clayey. Herds of cattle 
and horses graze on the plains. 

It was early In the morning when 
mighty clouds of nmoko suddenly rose 
up from tho steppe, a sure sign to the 
Inhabitants that a fire was In progress. 
So appalling wna the speed with 
which the fire rolled over the dry and 
yellow graRs that tho peasants had 
quickly to concert measures for sav- 
ing Just their own lives from destruc- 
tion. Feverish activity prevailed In 
all the villages until the tongues of 
flame which came on nearer and near- 
er with uncanny Bwiftnesa appeared 
on the horizon. 

Swept forward by the niihing wind. 
Bparks from the conflagration kindled 
In advance another fire, which In a 
short time envefoped 30.000 acres of 
grazing ground. Swifter and swifter 
before tho wind dashed on the wall of 
fiery wavos. Enormous pillars of 
flame shot up Into the air. Tho suc- 
tion was so strong that slabs of turf 
and burning branches were hurled up 
Into the air and thrown far away. 

Men and" cattle were hard put to it 
to save themselves. Their least dan- 
ger was of being scorched by the flery 
breath which swept on ahead of the 
furnace. Women and children who 
sank helpless to tho ground were 
dragged along by the other vlllngers, 
for only hasty flight was now of any 
avail. But even this would not have 
saved them had not a lake lain In 
their path. Into which they all rushed, 
wading In as far as they could with- 
out drowning. 

Imagine, then, hundreds of persons 
standing In the waters up to their 
shoulders, while all round them 
masses of fiame ran along tho banks 
and sent out flickering tongues over 
the water In their direction, baffled In 
their thirst for victims. 

Some of the Inhabitants of the vil- 
lages on the Bteppea directly they saw 
the fire advancing set to work to bum 
large areas, and on these oases they 
collected all their cattle and household 
goods. At last a heavy shower came 
and extinguished the prairie Are. 
Many perished In the flames or were 
Btlfied by the srnoke, five tn one vil- 
lage, three In another, and bo on. Be- 
sides this there was great destruction 
of livestock, large and small. — Ham- 
burger Xachrichten.

In fact, bs has no Intention of 
ever coming In personal contact with 
the unpopular bipeds or quadrupeds 
» or centlpedOH, whichever class they 
happen to belong to. Mr. WllBon 
wants as many of this species of the 
bug family as ho can buy at a nickel 
aplooo — for purely experimental pur- 

pOBOB. 

' On the old Lewis farm, near Vien- 
na, a few miles from Washington, 
• the department of agriculture main- 
tains an eiperlmental farm. Every 
class of bugs that have any part what- 
soever In farm life are being studied 
by the department's scientists. 

In the railroad station at Vienna 
ihls'slgn was posted: 

"WANTEI>— Bedbugs. Five cents 
RTlll bo paid for each bedbug deliv- 
ered at the ofnce of the experimental 



farm of the department of agricul- 
ture." 

The farmers of Vienna Intend to 
callat the farm and n^ko sure that 
accomjpodatlons have boon made for 
the safekeeping of the bugs. 

Some of Uncle Sam's scIentlBts be- 
llovo there Is a reason for bedbugs 
and If they manage to substantiate 
this theory they Intend to put them 
to -work at a more gratuitous task 
than that upon which they are gener- 
ally engaged. 

There Is a theory that moat self- 
roapectlng species of bugs will have 
no doallnga with bedbugs— In fact, 
they will not live In the same neigh- 
borhood. 

This theory Is based upon two as- 
BumptIon8.^~^ho first Is that bedbugs 
are scrappers and beat up and kill 
anything else that happens to cross 
their way In bugdom. 

Now the dopartmout of agriculture's 
sclontlsta huvo about decided which 
'bugs' do the moat damage to fruit 
trcos^ These experiments have been 
carried on at the Lewis farms for 
many months. The moat deadly bugs, 
as far as fruit Is concerned, have been 
segregated In .box^s and bottles. 

The bedbuga aro to be introduced 
to th'eao select fruit killers and then 
tho Bclontlstfl are going to see what 
happens. 

(If the bedbugs carry off the hon- 
ors Uncle Sam may try to Induce 
them to leave their present abodes for 
fruit orchards.

"Commercial Industries were long 
ago studied by scientific methods, 
since It was found that gaining knowl- 
edge by experience was much more 
costly than gaining It by systematic 
study. It Is only lately that we have 
come to realise that It Is equally 
profitable to study tho housekeepers' 
problems. ^ 

"Fifty years ago few such ques- 
tions had bcoti taken to the labora- 
tory and few schools gave Instruction 
in such subjects. Today very many 
men and women of scientific training 
have taken the homo problem to the 
laboratory and are finding, ways of 
helping the housekeeper to solve her 
problems satisfactorily. 

"Thendepartment of agriculture has 
studied many questions which relate 
to the use of agricultural products on 
the farm and In tho home, but per- 
haps none of them has a closer re- 
lation to tho household than the nu- 
trition Investigations of the ofilce of 
experiment stations, which have to do 
with tho use of Agricultural products 
as human foods and whoso object la 
to help tho housewife In her effoi^ 
to provide good living at reasonable 
cost, without undue labor."

Ing bureau of tho Pittsburg Camegl 
Institute of Technology, there will 
In the Carnegie Instltuto before 
great while specimens of dlstlnctlv 
American art and architecture, th 
legacy of thiit mysterious people who 
lived ages ago In America, attained 
a high degree of civilization, devel- 
oped a beautiful and cultivated art, 
and then passed away, leaving only 
these treasures of art and architec- 
ture to tell what their civilization had 
been. Already Mr. Hornbostel has 
been Instrumental In arousing the 
Carneglo Museum of Washington to 
an interest In this field and it has sot 
aside an appropriation for explora- 
tion of the art of Yucatan. In com-i 
panw with Lloyd Warren, Mr. Hornbos- 
tel made a pleasure trip to Yucatan 
during a recent vacation, going far 
Into the Interior of the country where 
lies waiting a storehouse of material 
for students of archaeology with ref' 
oronoe to hieroglyphics as well as art 
and architecture. The hieroglyphics 
are all tbe'^moro alluring because 
of their baffling conditions, with never 
a clew yet discovered to work from in > 
deciphering their meaning, which 
would reveal to us tho minds of tbe 
wonderful ancient Inhabitants of 
America. The priceless heritage has 
lain neglected and crumbling to ruins 
while at the same time huge auma are 
being paid by our xj^useuma for f^pU- 
oas of works of art ot tLe eastern 
hemisphere. 

With the completion of tho Panama 
canal all signs point to a vast in- 
flux of northerners Into these south- 
ern states and an awakening of Inter- 
est In tho study of the arts. Their 
pottery and decoratlvo designs are al- 
ready being made use of by enterprlB-| 
Ing dealers and advertisers In all] 
kinds of wares as souvenirs of thel 
celebration of the opening of the great! 
canal. 

"Tho day will soon come," says Mr.* 
Hornbostel, "when eicurslonlng to tho 
ruins of Yucatan will be mado as:

Moat of them belong to Stafford- 
shire and there Is not a solemn one 
among the loL In the latter part of 
the eighteenth century and the early 
yeara of the nineteenth famous men's 
faces were fitted to pitchers much as 
nowadays the likenesses of our na- 
• tlonal characters are cast In plaster of 
parlB and sold In the shops. '' 

So It Is that wo find Wellington and 
Broke, General Howe and Lord Nel- 
son, hollowed Into ale' mugs for the 
greater glory of their deeds. It has 
even been asserted that here originat- 
ed the unhandsome term "mug" as the 
colIoqulAl leslgnatlon of the face.
